SEOUL, Korea UP) — United Na- 


tions troops today threw back a 
change-of-pace assault by two re- 
inforced Chinese companies on the 
Korean Western Front. The U. 8. 
Eighth Army said they killed or 
wounded more than 100 attacking 
Reds in a furious five-hour fight. 


It was the. first time in weeks 


that the Reds had struck in greater 
than platoon strength. A Chinese 
company normally contains about 
150 men. 


Patrol contracts up to four hours 


and 20 minutes in length and light 
Communist probes were reported 
from other sectors. 


U. S. jet pilots reported they shot 


down four Communist MIG-15 jets

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WEST GERMAN, 
APPLIED PEACE 
PACT SIGNED 
TODAY IN BONN

BONN, Germany (&"—The Allied- 


West German peace contract to 
ally West Germany with the free 
world was ceremoniously 
signed 


here today by Chancellor Konraa 
Adenauer and the foreign ministers 
of the United States, Britain and 
France. 


As a silent crowd of several hun- 


dred Germans stood roped off in 
the main outside the West German 
Parliament building, the four men 
put their pens to the historic pact 
in the Bundesratsaal, the chamber 
of the upper house. About 500 spec- 
tators watched Inside the room. 


The peace contract, which faces 


high parliamentary hurdles before 
ratification can make it effective, 
gives West Germany near sov- 
ereignty in exchange for German 
troops in the projected European 
army. 


Brief Speeches 


Adenauer and the three Western 


ministers — Dean Acheson of the 
U. S., Anthony Eden of Britain and 
Robert Schuman of France—spoke 
briefly before they signed. 


Across the Iron Curtain, Pravda, 


the Moscow mouthpiece of East 
Germany's Russian 
Communist 


controllers, saluted the pact with 
another blast at the "fatal, anti- 
national policy of the Bonn govern- 
ment of Adenauer which is trying 
to transform the Germans into can- 
non fodder for the American im- 
perialists." 


Eden was the first to sign the 


contract, followed by Schuman and 
Acheson. Last came Adenauer, the 
75-year-old chancellor-foreign min- 
ister who through eight months of 
negotiations has fought to regain 
his vanquished country's place in 
Europe and to align it with the 
Western world.-

II, S, SENT FIRST 
VATICAN ENVOY 
104 YEARS AGO 


By JACK BRUSINI 


VATICAN CITY <£>)—More than 


100 years have passed since the 
United States appointed its first 
diplomatic icpiesentative to the Holy 
See 


The first man to speak on behalf 


of the United States at the Vatican 
was Jacob L Martin. He died on 
August 26, 1848, shoi tly after his ap- 
pointment here A darkened tomb- 
stone under the black cypresses of 
the Protestant Cemetery in Rome 
recalls his death. 


"To the memory of J L. Martin, 


late Charge d'Affaires of the United 
States to the Holy See, who died at 
Rome, August 28, 1848," the tomb- 
stone reads 


A Crisis in Europe 


The United States decided to send 


its own representative to the Vati- 
can at a crucial point in European 
history When Pope Pius IX was 
showing strong leadership in build- 
ing the unity of Italy. 


After the troublesome period which 


followed the fall of Napoleon and the 
European wais, the European pow- 
ers strengthened their missions at 
the Vatican 


Pius IX -was named on June 16th, 


1846, 
lived through one of the most 


stormy peiiods of Italian history, 
and died a virtual prisoner of the 
King of Italy on February 7, 1878 


The American appointee arrived 


two years after the Pontiff had been 
crowned Before 1848 the United 
States had only a consul in Rome. 


Storm in Congress 


President James K. Polk, a Demo- 


crat, recommended to Congress the 
appointment of a diplomat to the 
Vatican December 7,1847. Many anti- 
clerical and anti-papal 
speeches 


were heard in. both Houses before 
April 1, 1848, when the President 
signed the decree appointing the 
diplomat. 


Martin presented his credentials 


and read a prepared speech consid- 
ered by writers at the time "noble 
and dignified, even if read with too 
much emphasis." 


Martin, in his speech, said the 


Pope "made so many useful and noble 
reforms that he deserves to have 
on earth the prize reserved in heaven 
'.or good achievements, and who, 
having deserved the gratitude Of his 
people, has drawn the admiration of 
2ie whole world " 


Before coming to Rome, Martin, 
irn in North Carolina in 1798, had 


been head of a section, in the De- 
partment of State, was for a few days 
Secretary of State in March, 1841, 
and had been secretary to the U S 
Legation in Pans from 1844 to 1847. 
He spoke French and fairly good 
Italian 


Pope's Greeting 


Martin aruved in Rome on August 


2, 1848, and went to a famous hotel 
in Piazza di Spagna August 19 he 
was received by the Pontiff "with 
the utmost cordiality " Pius IX took 
the U S diplomat by the arm and 
walked up and down his library, 
while expressing his pleasure in hav- 
ing established diplomatic relation- 
ship with a country "for which he 
had a very high esteem " 


Margin saw the Pope onlj. twice— 


the second time a few days latei 
when he introduced a group of Amer- 
ican naval officers 


He died of a heart attack August

MORE ABOUT ROOT MAGGOTS 


Since a recent article appeared 


here, recommending various meas- 
ures for controlling the destructive 
cabbage root maggot, several readers 
have written the editor to Inquire 
if the mercuric choride (corrosive 
sublimate) treatment would likely 
transmit poison dangers through 
the soil to the matured cabbage. 
This is a standard question. It is 
asked many times every year. At 
this time it suggests a brief review 
of how the root maggot may be 
combated without resort to poisons 
of any kind. 


The root maggot that attacks 


young cabbage plants, causing them 
to wilt over and die, also infests 
turnips,. 
radishes,

Brussels sprouts, broccoli, kale and 
other related plants of the crucifer 
group, although cabbage, radish, 
and turnip plants usually suffer the 
major damages, with early cabbage 
and late radishes and turnips most 
likely to be ravaged.

can be grown from seed are native 
forms, collected originally as wild 
plants, and improved only by se- 
lecting the finest plants as seed 
parents. Those which are the prod- 
uct of hybridizing will seldom come 
true from seed; but there are ex- 
ceptions, such as delphiniums and 
hollyhocks, which have been fairly 
well fixed. Peonies and iris, by con- 
trast, have never been trued anc 
to obtain named varieties, plants 
must be bought.

produce from seed, taut hundreds 
of Jovely old ones, many in danger 
of being lost because the new gen- 
eration of gardeners does not know 
their charm.

Much experimentation i* needed 


to determine the best kinds and 
rates of fertilizer for sun sunflow- 
ers. If the soil is fertile and deep, 
no fertilizer is necessary. However, 
a few plants should be given acid 
phosphate, another few an applica- 
tion of 4-12-4 in the row, also a few 
should be side dressed with nitrate 
of soda during the growing period. 
The editor will appreciate news of 
the various results next fall. 


Sunflowers for silage should be 


harvested -when 60 to 75 percent of 
the plants are still 'in bloom *nd 
seeds of the more advanced heads 
are not yet beyond the soft dough 
stage. Heads for seed production 
should not be cut until the seed is 
matured. Then they should be sus- 
pended In a well ventilated room 
or shed to dry thoroughly before 
they are threshed. Or they may be 
held intact for feeding directly. Quail 
like to feed on the seeds from the 
unthreshed heads hung in sheltered 
nooks over winter.

a similar manner. Calomel is dis- 
solved in water at the rate of one 
ounce to 10 gallons. The vigorously 
stirred solution (half a teacupful) 
is poured around each plant after 
transplanting and repeated 10 to 12 
days later. This may also be poured 


not in the Urited States so far as is 
known, sunflower seeds are roasted 
and eaten in the same manner as 
peanuts. The oil is one of the few 
vegetable oils which is suitable for 
human consumption without the 
somewhat complex and costly process 
of refining. 


Two cultural facts should be 


stressed in plans to grow sunflowers 
for seed or silage: (1) Seed should

tune to plant field corn; (2) The 
soil should be of a type that would 
grow a heavy crop of corn—well 
drained, deeply mellow, and liberally 
balanced with organic matter. 


The editor visited a garden last 


summer where the housewife was 
utilizing sunflowers as supports for 
groving pole beans She explained 
that they had no suitable timber on 
the farm for making poles and be- 
tween sunflowers and field corn to 
support her Kentucky Wonder beans 
for canning and drying she preferred 
sunflowers. She reasoned that the 
sunflower seed would prove more 
valuable over winter for leeding 
poultry and friendly birds. Recently 
we stopped at the farm and her 
original judgment was substantiated. 
She said a large covey of quail had 
been daily visitors to the farmyard 
to feed on the welcome sunflower 
seed. 


Sunflowers may be grown success- 


fully in idle fence rows*and particu- 
larly to provide shade along the 
poultry range. Or a few rows may 
pbe wisely planted in fields intended 
for truck crops or field corn. Seed 
should be planted rather thick so

Future Cosmic Observatory 


The scientists also revealed plans 


of a proposed cosmic observatory 
of the future located near an "arti- 
ficial" planet. 


Here, in a world without grav- 


ity, he explained, .the construction 
of enormous reflectors will be pos- 
sible. They will show the "smallest 
details" of the surface of the plan- 
ets of our solar system. 


Under these condtions, he ex- 


plained, air will not befog and dis- 
tort images. He also pictured it in 
a drawing.

"Rockets with atomic motors 


shot out into space will bring us 
spectra of the sun photographed 
close up, photographs of the invis- 
ible side of the moon and samples 
of interplanetary space taken in un- 


investigated depths of the uni- 
verse," he said. 


"And still later,"We will ourselves 


burst out of bounds of the earth's 
gravity. 


"On an artificial planet of the 


earth there'll be built observato- 
ries and whole astronomic cities. 


No Air Blanket 


"There astronomers of the future 


will not be hindered by the air 
banket which does not permit ultra- 
violet rays to pass through it, nor 
earth dust, or smoke or soot of the 
cities. 


"In the absolute quiet of cosmic 


space lighted by the strange blue 
light of the earth hanging in the 
heavens, scientists will open up a 
completely new chapter of science 
— the new astronomy of tomor- 
row."
